gun, for parents 
to 
happen around 
and consider 
thoughtfully 
how" far 
these conditions are 
an obstacle in 
developing healthful young people. 
Many country schools maintain san­ 
itary conditions that 
none 
but the 
most ignorant parents would tolerate 
on their own premises. The excuse 
given is that all kinds of children at­ 
tend the schools and 
that 
many of 
them have unclean habits. 
Probably 
the real trouble is that many teach­ 
ers dislike to deal with 
such funda­ 
mentals of conduct. It is quite as im­ 
portant that a child learn to he clean­ 
ly as to learn to perform examples 
in partial payments. 
Many teachers are careless about 
ventilation. 
If they happen to be a 
little anaemic and 
unaccustomed to

"lf one believed all heard nowa- j 
days,” said Judge Lamm, ‘‘he would 
come by the notion it was hard to 
keep the peace between the bench I 
and press; that the press carries a 
chip on its shoulder for the bench 
and believes in its se net soul t h e ' 
bench carries a corresponding chip 
for the press. 
“The first point of irritation is on 
tin' right 
of iho press to criticize 
courts at all. 
Courts are man’s in­ 
vention, the result of a slow- evolu­ 
tion, and are human institutions. The 
courts have human limitations and 
fradties, hence are liable to err and 
stand to have their errors hammered 
out on the anvil of public discussions 
and cursed by exposures. 
It is vain j 
to contend they are immune from 
just scrutiny and criticism to keep 
Diem up to high efficiency of service. 
I maintain tho proposition that a free 
people, and therefore a free press, j 
may examine, discuss, question or de­ 
fend the doctrines and rots of their 
courts.

Judge Lamm said as a result of the 
strict legal phrasing of decisions by 
courts, the average run of people, 
know nothing at all of what their 
courts do, except what they get out 
of the newspapers.

judge, criticised by being misquoted, 
misunderstood or ridiculed, must suf­ 
fer in silence, be said.

newspaper 
should 
assail

court’s judgment or disparage it by, 
a hair's breadth without a painstak­ 
ing inquiry into the facts—all of them 
—that tile court had betore it when 
it rendered that same judgment, 
lf 
that admonition be heeded many a 
wound would be spared and many a j 
sore spot healed.” 
The true attitude of the courts to 
the newspapers, said Judge Lamm, in 
conclusion, “is found in the great, 
judgments of great courts, the great 
opinions of great judges upholding:
